made public today by members of the 
souse and senate appropriations com- 
mittees. 

If postal appropriations, which have 
peen considerably increased by reason 
g the advance in salaries of employés, 
are included, the aggregate increase 
if the total is $470,886,681.15. 


Defended by Republicans. 


That the increase was unavoidable 
snd was in accord with the economy 
icies of the administration was as- 
erted in statements issued by Rep- 
Madden [Rep., Lil], chair- 
man of the house appropriations com- 
mittee and by Senator Warren [Rep., 
Wyo.], chairman of the senate ap- 
yropriations committee. 
Representative Byrns [Dem., Tenn.], 
ranking minority member of the house 
sppropriations committee, viewing the 
finvation from the standpoint of the 
gpposition party, asserted that the 
large increase in appropriations shows 
ihe fallacy of the economy plans of 
the Republicans and that the present 
saministration and the Republican 
sngress actually have engaged in a 
fot of extravagance. 

The amount appropriated in the 
recent session, in all bills, for the fiscal 
year 1927 and for prior years and in- 
suding the permanent and indefinite 
sppropriations was $4,409,377,454.15. 
The corresponding total of & year ago 
was $3,928,490,773. Eliminating postal 
expenditures, which are financed out 
yf postal receipts, the total this year 
was $3,567,054,543.23 compared with 
13,293,451,237.89 last year. The amount 
spropriated for the postal service 
$842,322,910.92, or an increase 
of $197,283,375.81 over last year’s total 
of $645,039,536.11.

jeficit in postal revenues for the fiscal 
year 1927 should not exceed $10,000,000, 
as compared with $25,000,000 for the 
fiseal year 1926 and $50,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1926. 

Of the $273,603,305.34 increase in 
general appropriations, the sum of 
$173,515,000 is attributed to expendi- 
tures for war veterans. This includes 
$136,000,000 for the soldiers’ bonus in- 
surance certificate fund and other 
amounts for the construction of new 
hospitals and enlargement of existing 
facilities of the veterans’ bureau, as 


The total appropriations were $6,- 
$02,000 less than total budget esti- 
mates, indicating, according to Repre 
sentative Madden and Senator War- 
ren, that congress was actually dis- 
posed to be more economica] than the 
budget bureau. 
Senator Warren asserted that the in- 


icrease in appropriations ‘‘is nothing 


more nor less than what was ex- 
pected.” He pointed out that a year 
ago he stated that government ex- 
penditures had reached a rock bottom 
basis and that increasés rather than 
decreases might be expected. 

Representative Madden, after re- 
viewing the progress made in rolling 
up surpluses sufficient to have made 
possible three tax reductions, as weil 
as a rapid retirement of the public 
debt, since the Republican administra- 
tion came into power, said that it is 
too early to make definite predictions 
as to future tax cuts. 

Representative Byrns declared that 


reductions in appropriations from the 
war time period when the Democrats 
Were iri power, the totals in the last 
three years have more than doubled 
the totals made by a Democratic con- 
tress during the last three years pre 
teding the war.

Died Anwsering Duty Call. 


Only two of the bodies recovered 
earlier were identified at the scene. 
One was that of Pharmacist’s Mate 
Harry Christian Brown. The second 
was that of Maurice R. Hartdacker of 
Galloway, Florida, a marine. Seven 
others were identified at the Brooklyn 
navy yard later. Four of the bodies 
were fragmentary. 

The position of the seventeen bodies 
showed that the men had been wiped 
out by the first great explosion in the 
depth bomb factory, while they were, 
in the face of almost certain death, 
answering the call to fight the flames

A brief religious service was held at 
the gates of the arsenal where the 
seventeen men had lost their lives.

ment. The exact cause of the disaster 
will be taken up by the naval inquiry, 
which, he said, had been ordered. 

Rear Admiral Campbell, judge ad- 
vocate of the navy, -rédched here a 


short time after Secretary Wi'bur had 
made his inspection. 

“ Witnesses have told me that the 
explosion was caused by a bolt of light- 
ning striking one of the magazines,” 
Secretary Wilbur said.

Required to Absorb Labor 
Released from Farms. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

-Council Bluffs, Ia., July 12.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—More ‘factories are deemed one 
of Towa’s great needs. The corn belt is 
shipping out hogs and shipping back 
bams and bacon. More beef hides are 
produced here than in any other state 
except Texas, but the hides go more 
‘than a thousand miles east and Iowa 
buys part of them back from New Eng- 
land In the form of shoes, the buyer, 
of course, paying the freight both 
ways. Much stuff goes out in bulk and 
comes back in cans. For Iowa’s 212,- 
000 farm experts say, each year $15,- 
000,000 of fertilizer alone is imported 
from other states that might just as 
- well be made in Iowa. 

One estimate is that Iowa spends 
yearly perhaps $75,000,000 in buying 
finished goods brought into the state 
from outside which originally went 
from the state as raw materials. The 
real figure may be higher; the data be- 
ing far from complete, and it’s only 
guesswork. 

Machinery Works Changes. 

It all seems to be part and parce] of 
the agrarian problem. Factories are 
° growing; industrigg are diversified and 
the state has 6.0 cities and towns 
where manufacturing is carried on 
But it is not keeping pace with the 
growing efficiency in agriculture. One 
interesting phenomenon in Iowa is this: 
Labor saving devices on the farm are 
releasing labor from agriculture, it ap- 
pears, faster than it is absorbed by the 
manufacturing industries of the state. 

One machine alone, the corn husker, 
in the last four years has displaced 
19,200 men who husked in the old 
fashioned. way. Farm machinery is 
rapidly increasing. More than 37,000 
tractors are on Iowa farms today and 
power farming is growing fast. There 
is nearly one automobile to every farm 
in the state and 19,000 auto trucks on 
farms, and 30,169 homesteads have 
lighting plants. 

Surplusage of Workers. 

One sees the effect in the towns and 
cities. There is no apparent farm labor 
shortage, but rather a surplusage of 
workers in. the hamlets who used to 
put in the summer in the fields. The 
state employment office reports three 
or four applicants for every job avail- 
able. Experienced, all the year around 
hands are in good demand and get good 
wagee—single hands, $35 to $50 a 
‘ month with keep, married couples $45 
to $60. But the casual worker is in 
less and less demand, except in the 
rush season, and fipating labor which 
now follows the harvest northward

Paris has seen the march of the mutilated in pro- 
test against the proposed debt settlement with the 
United States.

The mutilated marched in silence and a 
‘Wreath was laid at the statue of Washington and 
at the memorial to American volunteers who died 
in French service. The newspapers carried the 
insults which had been taken off the banners of 
the marchers. Criticism is not attached to the 
wounded. They have suffered. They paid heavily 
in the defense of their country. They may be bit- 
ter and they may be unjust. The promoters who 
hide behind them did a mean thing. 

They insulted every marker which shows where 


an American died in France to keep France from | 


being taken by the Germans. They have aroused 
_in America a new bitterness and disgust. America 
could have a march of the mutilated and they 
could ask what was it for, The French victims 
are helped to carry their burden by the knowledge 
that their country was saved.

The decision of the authorities of the state uni- 
versity to forbid the use by students of automo- 
biles, except in cases of proved necessity, ought 
to have the support of parents and of public 


We are quite willing to recognize that the auto 
mobile has become a factor of our normal lives, 
a valuable utensil and a source of wholesome pleas- 
ure. But it is not yet a necessity gnd it is a 
temptation from which, experience has plentifully 
shown; we would do well to’ protect our youth. The 
university, after all, is not a country club but a 
public institution for inculcating the higher knowl- 
edge and for the intellectual training of prospective 
While there their object is not primarily 
to have a good time according to the viewpoint 
and interests of adolescence or youth, but to study 
and train themselves for useful living.

A WORLD COURT AND A 
PARISH PROBLEM. 


A question recently submitted to the league 
court illustrates the doctrinaire character of some 
of the experiments involved in the league system. 
The dispute, in brief, is whether the international 
labor organization of the league is authorized to 
propose legislation which in order to protect cer- 
tain classes of labor also regulates incidently the 
same work when performed by employers. Or in 
the concrete is a master baker subject to the same 
regulations as the employé baker, that is, may he 
work overtime contrary to such regulation? 

We do not know how the august tribunal to 
which we have just given our adhesion is going 
to answer that question, but we think the issue 
itself illustrates the folly of trying to regulate by 
a genera! international law subjects which cannot 
be justly or sensibly treated save with wespect to 
local conditions. We in America are not very seri- 
ously concerned in whether the Paris bakeshop 
keeper shall be permitted to work at night or all 
night, but we think it is nonsense to prohibit him 
by international] rule in the name of some assumed 
interest of international organized labor. ~He does 
not compete across national boundaries and it 
ought to be possible to control him by local au- 
thority. To put individual enterprise into the Pro- 
crustean bed of international regulation may be 
consistent with prevailing European ideas, but we

HEART SYMPTOMS. 

RE there any signs which should 
make a man suspect that he is 
headed for hbeart disease at a 
time when he can see the rocks 

and steer around them? 


Dr. Calvin Smith answers this affirma- 
tively. Among these he gives intermit- 
tent pulse. This means an extra beat 
or irregularity of heart action, either 
as to force or rhythm, as shown by the 
pulse. Another is improper response to 
exercise.’ If a person will count his 
pulse and then jump rope, or otherwise 
exercise violently for a few seconds, 
his pulse will increase twenty beats or 
over. If his heart is_ reasonably near 
normal the pulse rate Will be back at 
normal in two minutes. If the heart is 
on the way toward the scrap heap it will 
still be running fast at the end of the 
two minute rest period. In a few cases 
a disordered heart will be slower at 
the end of a two minute rest period than 
it was before the exercise began.

None of these signs necessarily mean 
heart disease present, or in prospect. 
All of them may be caused by other 
things. Some of which are trivial. They 
are merely sounds which should arouse 
suspicions and ‘which call for physical 
examination. 

But the man of the market place 
should not put up with a superficial ex- 
amination. He should insist upon thor- 
oughness, The reaction of the heart to 
exercise should be studied. There may 
be no murmurs when the heart is list- 
ened to as the patient sits quietly. But 
how about murmurs after violent exer- 
tion? What is the size of the heart—

and how efficient is Its muscle and fits 
nerve control? A thorough examination 
should decide between symptoms due 
to oncoming heart disease and those due 
to anxiety and introspection. If this 
examination shows no cause for action 
one step toward the cure of anxiety 
disturbance has been taken. 


If it shows organic trouble on the 
horizon there should be such change in 
habits as may be necessary for contin- 
ued health. This may mean more exer- 
cise, and of a systematic kind. It may 
mean eating less, or eating differently. 
It may mean less fatigue—or more. It 
may mean less tobacco or other drugs. 
It does not mean the taking of any kind 
of tonic or heart medicine. 


Dr. Smith says of the tonsils and 
teeth: “ The tonsile should be required 
to establish their right of occupancy in 
the throat, regardless of a man’s age 
Each tooth should prove its innocency 
by X-ray study, and by clinical exam- 
ination by a not too conservative den- 
tist.”

JULY 13, 1861. 

ROARING RUN, Va.—Gen. McCiel- 
lan fought a battle yesterday at Rich 
Mountain, two miles east of this place, 
where the enemy, numbering about 
2,000, under command of Col. Pegram, 
were strongly entrenched. Gen. Rose- 
crans with the 8th, 10th and 13th Indi- 
ana and the 19th Ohio, made a hard 
march to the enemy’s position, cut- 
ting his road through the woods. A 
desperate fight immediately followed, 
resulting in the precipitate retreat of 
the rebels, who left behind six cannon 
and all their camp equipage. 

WASHINGTON.—Gen. McClellan's 
dispatch announcing his victory occa- 
sioned great rejoicing here. “ Happy 
McClellan” says the war party. “ Be- 
ing out of reach of Gen. Scott's tele-. 
grams, see what he has done.” We 
expect to hear of Gen. Patterson's vic- 
tory tomorrow. It is an event that 
cannot be put off. 

ST. LOUIS.—Col. McNeil’s reserve 
regiment visited the State Journal of- 
fice and removed the type, paper and 
machinery under an order of Gen. 
Lyon to suppress the further publica- 
tion of the paper on the ground that 
it was giving aid and comfort to the 
rebels. The sup mn of the Journal 
was followed by threats loud and gen- 
eral from the secessionists to mob 
the Democrat and Anzeiger offices. To 
guard against such action, troops were 
stationed in the custom house, handy 
to both offices.

Chicago, July 8.—The comment appear- 
ing in your paper in relation to the 
sentiment expressed by Decatur serves 
the good purpose at least of giving 
thought again to what is true American- 
ism, in its final analysis, as distinguished 
from the patriotism of our peoples. 


The spirit of American development, 
as handed down through the revolution, 
is fully expressed in the Declaration of 
Independence. No more vital ideal was 
ever offered to humanity than is ex- 
pressed in the words, “ We hold these 
truths to be self-evident; that all men 
are created equal; that they were en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights; that arnong these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. That to secure these rights gov- 
ernments are instituted amonk men, de- 
riving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed.”

The preamble to the constitution reads,

A thorough study of the foregoing will 
fail to disclose even the. slightest recog- 
nition of the duty of the people to up- 
hold a government in the wrong, unless 
it be that the American people, who are 
the government, being citizens, not sub- 
jects, agree to bind themselves knowing- 
ly to wrong, therefore injustice, toward 
others also endowed by their Creator 
with those inalienable rights, life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness, Such 
an attitude would overthrow the govérn- 
ment thus established to secure justice 
to all. This includes our enemies, as 
well as friends, for the United States Su- 
preme court held, “ The constitution is a 
law for rulers and people, equally in war 
and in peace, and covers with the shield 
of its protection all classes of men, at 
all times, under all circumstances”

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IMPERIALISM OF | 
ITALY HERALDED 
BY KING AND DUCE 


Massolini Holds a Big 
Review of Fleet. 

BY LARRY RUE. 
(Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

ROME, July 12.—Imperialism in new 
Italy, which shortly will be taught in 
school books, was given expression in 
two ceremonies today. One was at Bol- 
zano, where the king unveiled @ monu- 
ment commemorating an Italian vic- 
tory. The other was at Ostia, where 
Premier Benito Mussolini reviewed the 
fleet amidst the cries of the sailors, 
“Long live the king!” and where the 
populace cheered, “ Long ~live. the 
Duce.” 

The Rome seaside resort of Ostia 
was bedecked with flowers and flags 
when Premier Mussolini boarded the 
flagship Cavour, which, with three 
other dreadnaughts, eleven cruisers, 
twenty-three destroyers, and six sub- 
marines, formed in seven lines for the 
review. 

The Duce expressed satisfaction with 
the spirit shown by the navy and the 
citizens of Ostia. He pointed out that 
the same spirit prevailed at the Bol- 
zano ceremonies, in which the king 
was participating. The affairs, he said, 
show the solidifying of the victory of 
Fascism, “ which, though final and de- 


cisive, necessitates vigilance and com- 
bativeness.” 


Germans Puying Italy’s Debts. 

Count Volpi, upon the completion of 
a year’s service as minister of finance, 
reported to Premier Mussolini that 
with the settlement of war debts they 
no longer interfere with the budget. 
Payments on the war debts are being 
taken out of German reparations, put- 
ting Italy’s fiscal position above that 
of any other country similarly situ- 
ated. The only big debt now 4s inter- 
nal, and that is relatively light, being 
only 90,000,000,000 lire ($2,997,000,000), 
two-thirds of which could be discount- 
ed, as the value of state railroads 
is estimated at 60,000,000,000 lire.
